Sierra Madre merchants who are tenants 
voiced their concern over receiving a notice, 
received last week from the city, which advises 
them that the owner of their building has until 
Monday, Nov. 29, to complete earthquake retro¬ 
fitting on the URM (unreinforced masonry) 
building. 

"If the property owner of your structure does 
not comply with Sierra Madre Municipal Ordi¬ 
nance No. 1059 on or before Nov. 29, 1993, the 
Department of Building and Safety will be forced 
to order the building to be vacated. The building 
will remain vacated until required alterations are 
completed. The building shall be locked and 
otherwise secured to prevent entrance into the 
structure. The Building Department will place 
‘Vacated Building’ signs on the building which 
may not be removed except by the City’s Build¬ 
ing Official," stated the notice. 


"About six or seven months back it was 
discovered that the property at 81 W. Sierra 
Madre Blvd. has an adobe bearing wall. As of 
this date, the owner has three years in which to 
retrofit the property seismically," Pock explained. 

Pock explained that the Senior Center, locat¬ 
ed at 222 W. Sierra Madre Blvd. cannot be ex¬ 
empted from the seismic retrofitting because of 
its use. 

"Sean Joyce worked hard to find funds to 
have engineering done on the building and it’s 
currently .scheduled for push tests then design 
retrofitting will be completed," said Pock. He

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Community 
forum to 
present mudslide 
prevention 
measures 


The Sierra Madre City Council will conduct 
a public forum this evening, Thursday, Nov. 11, 
at 7 p.m. to present soil erosion and mudslide 
prevention measures being taken by the city and 
cooperating agencies in the Sierra Madre Council 
Chambers. 

The crusty layer of soil left behind from the 
recent hillside fire leaves homes vulnerable to 
winter mudslides. The effect is an impermeable 
layer that prevents water from penetrating the 
soil. This, combined with the absence of brush, 
leaves water uninhabited to flow downhill, bring¬ 
ing mud and debris as it does. 

Sierra Madre has already taken aggressive 
action to protect homes from mudslides. The 
public presentation is aimed at informing resi¬ 
dents of the erosion control measures being taken 
now and planned for the weeks ahead. The effort 
is being coordinated by the city Public Works 
Department, with the assistance of the Los An¬ 
geles County Fire Department, Los Angeles 
County Public Works and U.S. Department of 
Forestry. 

The 35-page handbook has been prepared by 
the Los Angeles County Department of Public 
Works, advising residents of how they can ad¬ 
ditionally protect their homes from mudslides and 
excessive water flow. It will be given to those 
who attend this meeting or residents may pick it 
up at city hall. 

The Nov. 11 presentation will be cablecast 
live to Sierra Madre residents on channel 27, 
courtesy of TCI Cablevision. For those unable to 
attend or view the meeting on cable television, it 
will be rebroadcast on channel 27 at 4 p.m. on 
Nov. 18 and at 5:30 p.m. on Nov. 20.

"Neither snow, nor rain, nor heat, nor 
gloom of night stays these carriers from the 
swift completion of their appointed rounds." 
Postman/woman...? unk, unk, trash collec¬ 
tors. My trash guy got through in the’canyon 
to collect the trash on the Thursday after the 
Altadena Fires...didn’t see the Postman/wom¬ 
an for two days...though it was another holi¬ 
day (a double). 

You hear a lot when a fire threatens your 
community, some sensible things...some 
things nonsense. 1 want to deal with one of 
the nonsense items. But before we get to that, 
perhaps we should put something in perspec¬ 
tive. 

In recent history at least. Sierra Madre 
has not experienced a devastating brush fire. 
Yes, there have been close calls through the 
foothills, and the city has seen horrific after¬ 
effects of close fires (mud flows), but the 
wind-driven devastation of the fires of 1980, 
the Bel Air Fires, the Kanan-Dume fire and a 
half dozen other Malibu area fires, which 
have resulted in dozens of lost lives and 
hundreds of lost homes, have not visited us. 
Altadena, for sure, knows now of this fury. 
So, what’s the point? 

We’re now getting to the nonsense part 
of my piece. Although the recent collective 
experience in Sierra Madre has not included 
the "fire" end of a major brush fire, people 
seem inclined to speak of brush fires with 
what appears to be authority. We must be

cautious here. During the recent fire, I was 
told that some of the mutual aid fire depart¬ 
ments would not come into the canyon to fight 
a brush fire there. The initial reaction (be¬ 
cause it is an alarmist statement) is one of 
fear. But let us view it more closely. 

I’ve had the unfortunate experience of 
having to respond to about a half dozen of 
some of the most devastating brush fires in 
L.A. county in the last 25 years (county law 
enforcement). I would be less than honest if I 
didn’t tell you, having witnessed these fires, 
that putting anything in the canyon during a 
brush fire being pushed by 40 to 60 mile-an- 
hour winds is close to criminal. It doesn’t take 
a Battalion Chief to realize that we have a 
dangerous physical environment in such a 
place (I live there for those of you who don’t 
know me), and if a Santa Ana wind is doing 
its number with a fire (usually blowing from 
N.E. to S.W.), the canyon is not fit for man 
nor beast...and especially for fire fighters on 
large pieces of equipment trying to maneuver. 

Bottom line. If we have a no- or low- 
wind brush fire we will probably manage it 
and will have the resources there. Big wind- 
...adios. If Altadena and Malibu isn’t recent 
enough a history to chew on, take a look back 
on Oakland. You do not "fight" fires like that. 

My advice to my fellow canyon livers... 
get your head on about the brush over and 
around you. Start making some spaces in your 
Garden-of-Eden gone awry.

mitment. There are no 
fees and no costs. Rates 
and terms will be nego¬ 
tiated on a customer-by¬ 
customer basis.

Water sales could assist Sierra Madre’s budget woes

At last week’s adjourned City Council meet¬ 
ing, authorization was given to staff to follow 
through on water sales to both the city of Arcadia 
and the San Gabriel Valley Water District. 

Arcadia has requested buying 1500 acre feet 
from Sierra Madre at the price of $120 per acre 
foot with 500 acre feet to be purchased immedi¬ 
ately and the remainder as necessary to up to 
1500 acre feet during the cycle year of 1993- 
1994. 

San Gabriel Municipal Water District will 
receive 500 acre feet at $100 per acre foot in 
order to recover some of the money spent on the 
water purchased in January, 1992. Sierra Madre 
purchased 500 acre feet from the district at $115 
per acre foot. Sale of the water rights at this time 
would net the city’s water fund $14,000. 

The council also discussed raising water rates 
which at this time don’t cover the annual costs. 
Suggested was a 33 cent per unit water rate in¬ 
crease, from 74 cents per unit to $1.07. 

The council directed staff to prepare a 10- 
year capital infrastructure replacement program, 
then evaluate a list and contemplate a water rate 
increase. That report is due within the next three 


to six months. Acting City Administrator Sean 
Joyce told The News. 

Joyce also said that there would be a public 
information program, much like that for the util¬ 
ity tax, to inform everyone in Sierra Madre about 
the condition of the water system program and 
the impact of a water rate increase. That will be 
announced as soon as dates have been selected. 

Joyce also reported a plan to clean out the 
settling basins within the next two months. 

Also discussed at that meeting were parts of 
the "decision package" which was approved by 
the City Council on Oct. 19. Those included the 
establishment of a General Fund Reserve, the 
adoption of a revised capital project budget, 
approving a cost reduction measure in shortcut¬ 
ting the City Council and Commission agenda 
packets, establishing a policy to budget annual 
infrastructure/capital replacement and at the same 
time planning other long-term revenue enhance¬ 
ments. 

The council gave approval for selling adver¬ 
tising in the recreation brochure. They were also 
advised that City Attorney Charles Martin agreed 
that minutes for the meetings could be "short and 


precise," and that they would include motions, 
seconds, votes and any evidence to support coun¬ 
cil’s actions. The council is also planning to ap¬ 
prove warrants without having to physically re¬ 
view all original documents before each meeting.

felt to be a tlretighter under Tracy’s lead and 
said, "To me it is an honor and a privilege to

When Councilman George Maurer questioned 
why the fire department doesn't cite homeowners 
in the canyon who have allowed their trees to 
grow over the streets liom both sides, creating a 
"canopy effect," Tiacy said he believed that the 
problem of enforcement lies with the city. 

When Maurer said that the city attorney, 
Charles Martin, had concluded that the responsi¬ 
bility of citing those canyon dwellers about the 
canopy effect of their ti ees is with the fire depart¬ 
ment, Tracy said, "I have sat through seven 
budget sessions and have not heard him say that. 
I’m surprised that this body didn’t bring it up 
before. Why don’t you summarize that informa¬ 
tion from the city attorney, put it in a memo and 
let me respond to it," 

Again responding to Shirley’s accusations, 
Tracy said that those who were spreading the 
rumors should use common sense and call Sean 
Joyce or the police depaitment "or page any of us 
(firefighters)." 

Tracy remarked. "Rumors were apparently 
spreading faster than the fire itself. Rest assured 
that what you heard was incorrect." 

The tire chief said that as a result of the city

'Heard on street' 

In regard to "Heard 
on the Street...opinions 
from local residents on 
issues of the times" 
(Oct. 21) on the subject 
of the 710 freeway, 
there are a few facts 
your readers may not be 
aware of that I would 
like to clarify. 

Construction of the 
Meridian Variation, the 
proposed northern ex¬ 
tension of the 710 Free¬ 
way), would displace 
more than 5000 resi¬ 
dents from their homes 
(many of whom will be 
unable to find or afford 
replacement housing 
nearby), demolish more 
than 1500 homes and 70 
historic properties (the 
largest loss of National 
Register eligible prop¬ 
erties in the state of 
California—ever), sev- 
erley impact five histor¬ 
ic districts eligible for 
listing in the National 
Register of Historic 


Places, destroy more 
than 7000 mature trees, 
and cost taxpayers more 
than one billion dollars. 

AH this so we can 
save a niggling 6.2 
miles in commuter 
time? To save a few 
minutes travel time at 
the expense of so much 
would be nothing less 
than a crime. The fast¬ 
est freeways won’t do 
us any good if we don’t 
have any place left 
worth traveling to. It’s 
time to think less about 
the speed of our travels 
and more about respon¬ 
sibility to and steward¬ 
ship of our communi¬ 
ties, and the quality of 
our destinations. Aren’t 
people, homes and 
communities more 
important than free¬ 
ways? The people of 
South Pasadena, El 
Sereno, Pasadena Heri¬ 
tage, Citizens United To 
Save South Pasadena, 
the National Trust for 
Historic Preservation, 


and the Los Angeles 
Conservancy think so. 

It’s time to stcq) build¬ 
ing outmoded urban 
freeways through exist¬ 
ing neighborhoods, be 
they poor or affluent. 
They are too costly and 
take too long to com¬ 
plete (witness the Cen¬ 
tury Freeway)—if they 
get completed at all. 
Instead of funneling 
millions of dollars into 
an outdated, short-sight¬ 
ed freeway expansion 
that would be over 
capacity by the time it 
opened, money should 
be redirected into the 
"multi-mode low-build" 
alternative that is 
planned around state-of- 
the-art transportation 
system management, 
surface street improve¬ 
ments, and new Metro 
Rail public transporta¬ 
tion lines.

Dear Dr. Tami, 

My cat has suddenly stopped using the litterbox. He 
is urinating all over the house. Help! What can I 
do? 

Inappropriate elimination may occur for several 
reasons. Any infection or irritation of the urinary 
tract can cause this. You should have your cat 
examined by your veterinarian to rule out urinary 
tract infection. Cats are extremely fastidious about 
litter habits; to prevent problems, litter should be 
abundant, clean and accessible. If you have more 
than one cat in the household make sure you have at 
least one litterbox per cat. Cleanliness is critical. 
This may mean scooping both urine and feces twice 
daily from the new clumping litters or simply 
emptying and refilling boxes of plain clay utter 
daily. Although such efforts seem excessive at first, 
they are necessary for re-training the cat with a 
problem. There are also repellent sprays that you 
can use to help deter your cat from urinating in 
specific areas in the house. Good luck.
